merchant ships for decorations, the 
secretary said tliat in view of 
the 


hazardous nature of such duty and 
nftor careful investigation he had in- 
creased the

of decorations

crosses and two distinguished service 
medals. 


Secretary Daniels, contrasting th« 


relative importance of duties ashore 
anil afloat, said: 


"i my judgment, individual duties 


ashore are always and necessarily of 
secondary importance to dates afloat." 


At'.miral Sims, in his letter to the 


secretary, said; 


'All individual 
duties 
afloat8 are 


necessarily of second importance in 
comi-arison with the vital importance 
of directing all operations both ashore 
and afloat in. such a manner as to $n- 
sure the success of the whole." 


"It is realized." said the naval «ec- 


itftary in concluding his report, "that 
where there have been so many oc- 
casions of performance of meritorious 
service, by the 500,000 officers and men 
ir; the navy in the great war, there 
may easily be differences of opinion 
in regard to the comparative merits 
of any particular cases, but, under the 
law and acting by authority of the 
President, it it the secretary of the 
navy's duty to make the flnal decision 
in such cases. It » believed that the 
motives and policies .as above out- 
lined haT» been entirely in keeping 
with the letter and spirit of the ,Iaw 
which established these" ^medals and 
decorations for the navy."

IN FOG AND STORM 


American Steamer Corozu Re 


ported Drifting Helplew- 
Other Veueb in Distress 


.Norfolk. Va., Dec. 23. — The Am- 


erican steamer Cororas, bound from 
Xew York to a southern port, was re- 
ported tonight to be drifting helpless 
-0 miles east of Diamond choat light- 
ship. The naval repair ship Vulcan 
was standing by the Corczas, which 
in the face of a heavy gale was being 
swept by high seas. 


Wireless messages late today from 


the Vulcan brought the rtrst news of 
the distress of the Corozas and said 
the navy ship was making an effort 
to get the vessel in tow. The coast 
guard cutter Seminole. stationed at 
Charleston, has been ordered to the 
assistance of the Vulcan.

agreement applying the 1* per cent 
wage increase settlement of the recent 
soft coal miners' strike was made to- 
day by representatives of Illinois coal 
operators and miners. The agreement 
provides for a flat rate of 11 cents a 
ton increase 
for pick and machine 


mining. Yardage and dead work rates 
in effect October 31 will be advanced 
14 per cent. Both sides in the con- 
ference expressed dissatisfaction with 
the national settlement and declared 
that they.would present their objec- 
tions to the national commission ap- 
pointed by President Wilson. 


The tentative agreement will be re- 


troactive to November 1 for engineers 
and others who were engaged in keep- 
ng the mines in condition during the 
strike. It also will be retroactive to 
November 1 for miners unless the in- 
terstate commission decides otherwise 
the operators announced. 


Today's agreement was made in ac- 


cord with the understanding in other, 
districts of the central competitive 
field, the operators declared.

SEEK TO PROVE NEW 


MENTALLY UNSOUND 


Witness at Trial of Alleged 
Mur- 


derer Testifies as to New's 


Strange Actions 


Los Angeles, Ucc. -'::. — Hurry S. 


New's strung*.* court room iiiiiiiin.'rs 
his almost motionless attitude, and his 
continually staring straight ahead, is 
not a pose but a habit, according to 
testimony introduced today In his trial 
on a charge of having murdered his 
sweetheart, l-'rcida L/esser. 


The testimony was given by 1J. \V. 


McCumber, formerly a prisoner with 
New in the county jail. 
McCumber 


said the defendant frequently sat at 
the window of his cell und gazed Into 
space for hours at a time, motionless 
and never uttering a word. 


This testimony was the outstanding 


feature of the efforts of the defense 
today to show that New was unsound 
mentally. 


McCumber said he had noticed other 


things about New which caused him to 
believe the accused was "not right" 
mentally. 
He said New frequently 


rolled up his trouser less, one at a 
time, and studied them, seemingly with 
much concern. 


New made a pet of one of the jail 


cats, according to the witness. 
But 


one da;', when he was playing with the 
cat, McCumber told him his pet was 
ikely to scratch him, McCumber tes- 
.ifled, at which New became enraged 
and threw the animal out of his cell. 


Colonel Robert H. Tyndall, a busi- 


ness man of Indianapolis, formerly 
commander of the unit.of artillery of 
the Indiana National 
Guard 
with 


which New served on the Mexican bor- 
der in 1916, in one of his depositions, 
expressed the opinion that the accused 
was not normal mentally. Captain 
Galvln L. Payne, captain of A battery, 
ndlana National Guard, expressed the 
same opinion. 


Captain Payne said it was assumed 


among the officers and men of the 
battery that the defendant was a son 
of Senator Harry 3. New of Indiana. 
On acount of the "unfortunate circum- 
stances of the young man's birth." as 
•well,as the high standing of the sen- 
ator, every effort was made to give the 
defendant opportunities for advance- 
ment. But his mentality was not able 
to grasp the technique of artillery 
work and he "got nowhere," the de- 
position said. 


Captain Payne said New appeared 


morose and seemed to be brooding 
much of the time. On on* occasion 
th« oaptain testified, h» heard a m«m 
ber of the battery call out to New, 
"Well, New, I see the old man 1* 
elected." referring, in th« judgment o 
Captain Payne, to Senator N«w. 


"A peculiar look of sorrow cams 


over tha boy's face," the deposition 
read, "a look I could not analyze."

BASICALLY SOUND 


Impression to Contrary Before 


War Said to Have Been 


Artificially Created.

experts 


who have investigated the financial 
condition of the former Ottoman em- 
pire say they are convinced that it Is 
fundamentally sound. 
Several con- 


siderations are advanced to support 
this conclusion. 


First, it IB stated that the popular 


point of view that Turkey was bank- 
rupt before the war was partly cre- 
ated artificiality for the" benefit of for- 
eign financial Interests with the ob- 
ject of frightening other would-be In- 
vestors, and for political reasons of 
establishing spheres of Influence. 


The fact that Turkey was always 


able to secure loans is cited as evi- 
dence of her financial soundness, 
though against this may be advanced 
the observation that she was a p&lltl- 
cal center coveted by many powers 
who were played, the one against the 
other, and that financial considera- 
tions were sometimes subordinated to 
political purposes. 


Turkey Did Net Default 


It la pointed out that Turkey 41(1 


not default on her indebtedness In re- 
cent years, but funds for the payment 
of Interest and amortization were con- 
tinually increasing and doubling at 
the rate of every 15 yean. The rev- 
ennes of the country as a whole were 
Increasing at the normal natural rate 
of other prosperous countries in Eu 
rope. 


An enormous percentage of revenue 


never reached the treasury, the loss 
being estimated by some as high as 
50 per cent. .This was partly ascribed 
to the system of farming out the taxes 
by districts, collectors paying in ad 
vance a certain sum and then collect 
Ing what they could. 


For Americans who are consldertni 


the mandate question or of doing bnsl 
ness here under whatever governmen 
Is established. It Is pointed out that 
the above facts show revenues * ~" 
adequate to conduct the old 
ment, and that with good gorei 
the old Ottoman empire would have 
been financially strong. 


Before the war foreign Investments 


accounted to the equivalent of $1,078, 
€00,000, of which $783,200,000 was In 
the public debt or loans to the gov 
eminent, the difference in private en 
terprlses and concessions. 


The bulk of these Investments was 


In loans to the government. What was 
done with this money? Many of the 
loans were Issued below par, so that 
all of the money never reached the 
treasury. Enormous commissions are 
believed to have been paid to Euro- 
pean bankers and In "gratifications" 
to various local ministers to get their 
support for the loans. Bums that did 
reach the treasury arc said to haw 
been squandered on palaces, harems 
and in other unproductive ways. 


So the loans did not. oa the whole, 


create sources of new revenue, and 
therefore the public debt continually 
Increased. 


Spheres of Influence. 


The object of such loans. It Is stated, 


was partly with the political Intent 
of making Turkey default so inter- 
ested powers could take over her 
finances and control the country, as 
was done In 1SS1. This led to the 
creation of loose spheres of Utflneno. 
Germany taking Kola Plain, the 
French. Syria, with the Italians want- 
ing the province they at present oc- 
cupy, and the British and the Russians 
seeking Constantinople. In the coun- 
cil of administration of the Ottoman 
public debt, which continued until the 
war and ha* been resumed In some 
fashion, there was one Englishman, 
one Frenchman, one German, one Aus- 
trian and one Italian, with the presi- 
dency alternately occupied by an Eng- 
lishman and a Frenchman. 


The conclusion of the investigaton 


Is that If the Investments had been 
made for productive enterprise an< 
bad created sources tor meeting in- 
terest and the debt. It would bar* 
been child's play to tarry the1 debt 
and pay it off. However, as the deb1 
was lowered. In spite of the above «t 
tempt«. additional loans were made. 
Not all of the sums borrowed by th 
government were wasted: for exam- 
ple about S30.000.000 was US*d to help 
bnIM the Bagdad railway. AHhoud 
the Germans would have built the line 
with their own money, they actually 
got Turkish money to finance wha 
they considered a German enterprise.

THE BIROS' CHRISTMAS TREE. 


To make a birds' Christmas tree, 


take an evergreen. If possible, but any 
kind of tree will do if you tie sheaves 
of wheat, corn-stalks and evergreen 
branches all over It to make It dense. 
If It Is a large tree, plant it securely 
in a partially protected place. A small- 
er tree can be put on the feeding shelf 
outside your window. Hang on it wire 
baskets filled with suet, boxes with 
fronts removed, containing nut meats, 
millet, sunflower-seeds, wheat, cracked 
corn, bread-crumbs, rolled oats, etc. 
Coconut shells cut In half and filled 
with dainties that the birds love can 
also be hnng from the branches.

with cotton where the half-frozen birds 
can find shelter and warmth. Many 
birds suffer from thirst during the win- 
ter.

Recovering From Disturbance of 


Commerce Caused by War. 


MORE FOODSTUFFS RAISED

Explorers Discover Facts That Will 


Greatly Interest American Business 
Men—Conditions In Rubber Busi- 
ness Bringing About Development 
of Other Natural Resources—See 
Bright Future for Amazon Cotton. 


Business conditions In the Amazon 


valley are beginning to rceo\er from 
the disturbance of commerce caused 
by the war. 


Rubber estate owners and business 


men generally realize that the com- 
petition of oriental "plantation" rub- 
ber, which has forced the market price 
of that article down to about the ac- 
tual cost of gathering "wild" Ama- 
zon rubber, Is really a blessing la 
disguise, since it is bringing about the 
development of the other natural re- 
sources left untouched so long as rub- 
ber monopolized all attention in the 
valley. Foodstuffs that used to be im- 
ported from abroad, or from other 
parts of Brazil, are now being raised 
locally. 


Long Triplby Americans. 


A party headed by Henry S. Flem- 


ing of New York, which has been in- 
vestigating the commercial possibili- 
ties of the Amazon valley, has return- 
ed to Para, Brazil, after a two months' 
tour of the Amazon and some of Its 
principal affluents, nearly 8,000 miles 
of the rivers being covered in the 
course of the trip. Air. Fleming is re- 
ceiver of an American company with 
extensive docking, shipyard and navi- 
gation property at Para. 


The main river was ascended for 


over 2,500 miles, as far as Iquitos, 
Peru, and also the Javary, Purus, Ne- 
gro, Xiagu, Moju, Tocantins and oth- 
er rivers for varying distance*. A vast 
amount of valuable Information and 
data has been gathered as a result, 
which is being placed, free of charge, 
at the disposal of American manufac- 
turers, importers, exporters and oth- 
ers Interested in the development of 
the Amazon valley. 


Many inquiries have recently been 


made by Americans seeking Informa- 
tion regarding lands available for cat- 
tle raising, grain growing and min- 
erals, which indicates an awakening { 
Interest in the United States in re- 
gard to the Amazon country. 


According to Mr. Fleming, the mo«t 


encouraging sign noted on the trtp 
was the increase in the production of 
foodstuffs of all kinds. Mandioca, 
corn, sugar cane, rice, beans, bananas, 
melons, fruits of many species and oc- 
casionally tobacco and cotton have 
been planted in email patches along 
the river banks near the towns and 
settlements. 


Before the war practically nil food- 


stuffs had to be imported, as the wages 
paid rubber gatherers were so high as 
to make labor -unavailable for agri- 
cultural work. Most of this planting , 
is done on the low-lying banks of riv-' 
ers, and at least two crop" of corn, I 
beans, mandloca, etc., are gathered be- j 
tween 
floods. 
I 


One of the staple products most af- I 


fected by the rubber boom was cacao. { 
When labor was attracted by the lure 
of high wages most of the large cacao 
plantations had to be abandoned; to-, 
day they are being cleaned and re-' 
stored and new' frees are being 
planted. 


Future for Cotton. 


Local cotton men are optimistic as 


to the future of Amazon cotton, which 
is said to be of excellent quality and j 
long staple. There are immense areas [ 
throughout the Amazon valley suitable j 
for cotton growing and in many places, 
notably Iqnltos (Pern), Santarem, 
Monte Alefire. this is now being pro- 
duced in increasing quantities. Last' 
year was the first that any concerted i 
effort was made to grow cotton, but i 
the Idea seems to hare taken on with \ 
many land owners.
